NEW-CHWANG, May 20.—7 a. m.— 
The reports of the Japanese retreat to 
Feng-Wang-Cheng are officially confirmed. 

The Japanese, numbering 20,000 men, 
came upon 32,000 Russians in a strong 
position on Monday, 60 miles west of 
Beng-Wang-Cheng. It being not wise to 
Fisk a battle, the Japanese retired in good 
order and with great rapidity. 

An unofficial Russian authority says a 
pitched battle was not fought, but rumor 
Gays there was considerable loss on bota 
Sides during the clashes, with the Cos- 
gacks, who were harassing the flanks of 
the Japanese. This division presumably 
Was executing a reconnaissance. 

The pursuit was checked when the main 
body of the Japanese was rejoined. 

This news apparently accounts for the 
withdrawal to an unknown destination of 
Warships and transports from Tower Hill, 
30 miles north of Kai-Chou, Liao-Tung 

insula, and of renewed defensive activ-

The comed) of errors began wher Miss 
Catherine Clark, cousin of Mrs. Donald, 
Willie's mother, tvok the baby to the 
World's Fair to pass the afternoon, not 
that Willie took much interest in fairs, for 
he is only years old, but because his 
mother was busy and Willie was too 
small to leave alone at home. 

Miss Clark was wheeling Willie in a go- 
cart near the Liberal Arts building when 
she met her cousin, Miss Stella Woods of 
223 North Garrison avenue.

Miss 
Clark left him with Miss Woods while she 
went away to look at an exhibit In an-

Miss Woods wheeled Willie until it. was 
time for her to go home. Then she took 
him to the retiring room in the Liberal] Arts 
building and left him in charge of Miss 
Marie Hutchinson of 11044 South Thirteenth 
street, the custodian, believing that Miss 
Clark would call for him.

No Stoppage in Their Salaries.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 20.—In accord- 
ance with an agreement between the rival 
candidates for the governorship, reached 
this morning after a conference between 
their representatives, the Illinois Repubii- 
can convention adjourned, after one ballot 
was taken, to Tuesday, May 31, at 2 p. m. 


The last vote, the 568th, showed no 
material change over the nine that were 


taken yesterday and last night, or for that 
matter, over the first that the convention 
cast. To all appearances, the convention 
begins its recess hopelessly deadlocked. 
The sessions began a week Ago today. 

A roll call was necessary to adjourn the 
convention, but it proved only a loss of 
time. When Adama, the first on the roll, 
voted solid for adjournment, Yates’ feeling 
on the proposition was apparent. Cook 
voted nearly solid for the motion made by 
Senator Gardner of La Salle, and then the 
delegations began to hurry from the hall 
just as fast as they voted. The noon trains 
took nearly everybody out of Springfield 
and tonight will see the. town deserted. 


Band Plays ‘‘No 
Place Like Home.” 


It was exactly 10:47 a. m. when Speaker 
Cannon declared the motion carried and an- 
nounced that the convention was adjourned. 
The vote was 1414 ayes and 8 nays. The 
nay vote represents the strength of minor 
candidates who wanted the contest pushed 
without adjournment. 

A lusty cheer began as Cannon an- 
nounced the vote on the motion to adjourn, 
and a band in the gallery began to play 
‘There Is No Place Like Home.”’ The tune 
struck a responsive chord and the cheer- 
ing continued as the delegates who were 
left when the convention was called to or- 
der this morning hurried from the hall. 

Judge Wall of Cairo proposed that a fur- 
ther calling of the roll be suspended, after 
the motion had received more than a ma- 
jority vote, but Cannon refused to enter- 
tain the motion and the roll call was con- 
tinued to the end. 

The candidates for governor released the 
leashes they have held over their constit- 
uents and, when that was done, the dele- 
gates lost no time in. bringing about the 
adjournment they have longed for during 
the past three or four consecutive days. 
Many of the delegates wanted the adjourn- 
ment only until next Tuesday, but this 
wish was ignored. 


Sherman Control of 
His Delegates Complete. 


The only feature of yesterday's proceed- 
ings was the .manner in which Sherman 
displayed his complete control over his 
band of sharpshocters. He twice sent them 
to Deneen on Tuesday, and that day they 
stuck for two ballots. Throughout 
Wednesday's balloting, Sherman's men 
continued to vote for the state's attorney 
candidate. Their long stay away from 
home gave rise to. stories that Sherman 
had been eliminated and that he was out 
of the race, Probably to refute these ry- 
mors, Sherman called his followers back to 
him after they had stuck to Deneen for a 
dozen consecutive ballots. They returned 
on the forty-ninth, and after casting 42 
votes for Sherman, again turned to De- 
neen. For seven more ballots, the Sher.- 
manites were found in the Deneen line-up. 
They had been away over night, so when 
the last baliot was taken yesterday they 
returned home to roost, 

There are empty chairs all over the con- 
vention floor, the delegates who originally 
occupied every seat having tired of the 
deadlock conditions and returned home 
There is an expressed fear that many wil!

While every child should be intellectually 
educated it is certain that education of 
the heart is even more essential to the 
welfare of society and to individual happi- 
ness, and children are entitled to both. 

A noted American has said: ‘‘The spirit 
of cruelty is the deadliest enemy to a high 
civilization,’ and Humboldt said: “Cruelty 
to animals is a characteristic vice of a 
vulgar people.”’ As all crime is cruel, to 
abolish cruelty is to abolish crime.

Teaching it need not disturb the routine 
of the school. One day in the week all 
our lessons refer to this subject. In the 
reading class I choose a book upon ani- 
mais, and always give useful instruction. 
The results are exceedingly satisfactory.” 
—De Sailly. 

“Russia, Germany, Norway and almost 
every European nation has experimented 
with this instruction until it has become 
a matter of statistics that ‘humane edu- 
cation lowers the criminal record.’ ’’—Mrs, 
Reynolds. 

A teacher in Syracuse said: “Nothing 
ever helped me so much to manage these 
rough boys as teaching Kindness to ani- 
mals.”” In two large cities have “tough” 
districts been civilized by the same means. 
Any teacher can, in a weekly talk of only 
five minutes, impress upon pupils the 
rights of animals and the duty and advan- 
tage of kind methods in using them.
